First Reading Of 
Nationality Act

The Government's draft 


Nationality Act passed its 


first reading yesterday in the Knesset by a majbrity vote, 


with 
posing it. 

The general debate. centred 
on the acceptance of the prip- 
ciple of dual nationality, as 
implied in the article stating 
that acquisition of Israeli citi 
zership is not conditional 
upon renunciation of pre- 
vious nationality. This clause 
was criticized by Coalition 
supporters and Opposition 
members alike, and was de- 
fended by both the Minister 
of Justice and the Minister of 
the Interior 

Justice Minister Pinhas Ro- 
sen intervened in the middle 
ef the debate in order to 
clarify the situation. He re- 
minded critics who had argu- 
ed that acceptance of dual 
nationality undermined the 
prestige of Israel citizenship, 
that the Knesset did not have 
power to deprive people of 
fcreign nationalities. 

Whether foreign subjects 
forfeited their previous na- 
tionality upon. becoming citi- 
zens of Israel depended upon 
the laws of the states con- 
cerned. The only question for 
the Legislature was whether 
persons holding foreign na-
